The finality of the last office action is withdrawn in view of the following comment. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claim 3, line 3, what does it mean by "expectation maximization type process"? 
The same comment applies to claim 12, line 5. 

Claim 4, lines 2-3, what does it mean by " bootstrap type"? The same comment 
applies to claim 5. 

Claim 7, line 2, shouldn't "of the" be inserted before transmission; lines 3-4, what 
does it mean by "the cepstre method"? 

Claim 8, line 4, "said sequence should be "a sequence" and shouldn't "an 
interleaving" be "a re-interleaving"; line 5, after process, "to generate a sequence of 
reinterleaved weight outputs" should be inserted so as to provide antecedent basis for 
subsequent limitation in line 6; line 6, "flow of" should be deleted. 

Claim 9, line 3, what does it mean by "expectation maximization type process"? 
and after using, "the" needs to be deleted; line 4, equalization in the running iteration 
should be "the equalization process". 

Claim 10, recites "the equalization process and the "decoding process" in lines 9- 
11,14 and 17. However, claim 10 is directed to an apparatus that does not normally 
include process the same comment applies to claims 1 1 and 16. 
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Claim 11, line 26, "the" should be deleted.
